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AUDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF DELHI 
UNIVERSITY FOR 1968-69 

1. Printing Press 

In paragraph 126 of the Audit Report (Civil) 1969 
mention was made that the printing press which was 
taken over by the University from a private owner in 
April 1961 had suffered a net loss of Rs, 1.55 lakhs 
up to 1966-67. This loss has increased to Rs. 3,44 lakhs 
as at the end of March 1969. A committee constituted 
to go into the irregularities of the press reported in 
January 1970 that the stock books were incomplete 
and several hundred bills for completed jobs had not 
been issued. According to the committee, there was 
shortage of paper and binding material worth Rs. 1.37 
lakhs. The University has also not prepared balance- 
sheet of the press to exhibit the positon of its assets 
and liabilities. 

2. Poor sale of publication 

To facilitate switch-over from English to Hindi as 
the medium of instruction, Govt, of India decided to 
open centrally-supported cells in a number of Univer- 
sities. A cell in the University of Delhi was set up 
in July 1963 for translation of books. The total 
amount paid as grant by Govt, during 1963-64 to 
1968-09 was Rs. 7.46 lakhs. Of the 9 books published 
during 1904 to 1967, 82% to 93% of the printed copies 
were lying unsold (31-10-1969). 

The University has stated (April 1970) that the 
reasons for the low sale of the publications are : — 

(i) that the books published pertain to post-gradu- 
ate level where Hindi has not been adopted as 
a medium of instruction in most of the Hindi 
speaking states and 

(ii) the book sellers' commission allowed by the 
Ministry of Education on the sale is 32,5% as 
against the prevailing market commission rate 
of 40% to 55%. 

3. Physical verification 

(a) In 9 out of 25 departments of the University, 
physical stock-taking of stores and equipments was not 
conducted even once during 1964-65 to 1968-69. In 10 
departments it was conducted only once, in five depart- 
ments twice and in one department four times during 
this period. The physical verification reports disclosed 
several irregularities in accountal of stores and equip- 
ment and in one department deficiencies of stores worth 
Rs. 1.17 lakhs were found. 

(b) The Estimates Committee in its 101-st report 
(3rd Lok Sabha- 1965-66) had suggested that stock 
taking of books in libraries in the Central Universities 
should be conducted regularly at least once in two 
yeare. 

Delhi University Library established in 1022 had in 
its stock books and journals worth Rs, 103.52 lakhs 
but stock-taking was not done even once (except parti- 
ally in 1962 and 1967) since inception. The partial 
physical verification made in 1967 revealed loss of 9,500 
books. 

4. Collection of tuition fee and other fees 

(a) The arrears of tuition fee and other fees recover- 
able by the University for 1958-59 to 1968-69 as exhi- 
bited in the present accounts are Rs. 1,93 lakhs. This 
figure does not agree with the arrears shown in the 
demand and collection register. It has been stated by 
the University (April 1970) that the correct figure is 
being worked out and would be exhibited in the 
accounts for 1969-70, Out of Rs. 1.93 lakhs. Rs 0.30 
akh are stated to be irrecoverable from students who 

have since left the University, 

(b) No demand & collection register for sharing of 
tuition fee recoverable from colleges utilising the Uni- 
versity laboratories/Library was maintained. 

5. Loss of inttrwt 

There was delay of aix to eighteen months in collec- 
tion of interest on 19 fixed deposit receipts obtained 


from the State Bank of India out of contributory 
Provident Fund balances. The University lost Rs. 0.15 
lakh by way of interest, as the amount of interest 
accured had not been reinvested after collection on 
due dates. 

6. Annual accounts 

(aUj^ssets registers for gifts and donations in the 
form of equipments, books etc.j received by the Uni- 
versity were not maintained inspite of this being 
mentioned by audit since 1965-66. Some of the assets 
have not been exhibited or unrealistic value for them 
has been shown in the balance sheet. For instance, 2 
computers with attachments valuing Rs. 27*57 lakhs 
received as gifts have not been exhibited whereas 
assets valuing Rs. 1.28 lakhs received in the Music 
Department of the University have been shown at 
Rs, 600 only in the balance sheet. 

(b) Equipment worth Rs. 2.5 lakhs received from 
abroad as aid during January 1966 to October 1967 to- 
gether with equipment worth Rs. 4.34 lakhs purchased 
up to December 1966 for installation of equipment 
received from abroad was not shown in the asset regis- 
ters (February 1970). 

(c) Liability worth Rs, 2.77 lakhs on account of 
Research schemes has been shown less in the balance 
sheet. 

(d) Minus entry of Rs, 1,72,004 appearing on liabi- 
lity side representing ‘Suspense-Account’ for the last 
lew years had not been wiped off. 

(e) There was a difference of Rs. 19,400 in the 
amount of investment as per the Endowment Fund 
Register and the accounts. 

(f) A difference of Rs. 1,12 lakhs between the cash 
book balance and the bank balance of the University 
Fund Account as on 31-3-1967 awaits reconciliation,
